Billboard Ordinance Comes Up. Brief Pre. 
pared by Wilshire’s Lawyers. 


fight at Los Angeles, which the bill 
qosting world has been watching with so 
imuch interest, came to trial in the police 
ourt on Wednesday, Jan. 10. The following 
srief is a copy of the one presented to. the 
ourt by Attorney Welbore Burnett, Wil- 
"shire’s attorney, arguing for a demurrer. The 
ourt took it under advisement, and a judg- 
nent will be rendered on Wednesday, Jan. 24. 
While the unconstitutionality is very cleariy 
hown in the brief, stil a police judge, as a 
ule, likes to throw the responsibility of a de- 
ision on constitutional grounds upon the 
igher courts, so even if he does overrule the 
cmurrer, it really means nothing. If this 
lappens, an appeal by means of habeas cor- 
us te the Superior Court will be made, where 
Wilshire will undoubtedly get a favorable de- 
iston in short order. : : 
-The People of the State of California, plaint- 
‘ iff, vs. H. G. Wilshire, defendant: 
Brief on demurrer to complaint. 

The defendant has been arrested on three 

parate charges, made by three separate 
tomplaints, for the violation of Ordinance 
No. 5.986, New Series of the City of Los An- 
roles, entithed “An ordinance regulating the 
business of bill posting and sign advertising 
and the erection, construction and mainten- 
hove of bill boards, advertising sign boards 
‘hand similar structures for advertising pur- 
vrs. 

Defendant has demurred to each complaint 
bn the ground that the facts therein stated 
fio not constitute a public offense. . 
| The constitutionality of the ordinance is 
ucecsioned, and if the Court is of the opinion 
that the ordinanwe is invalid, then the com- 
blaints etate no public offense, and the de- 
fondant must be discharged. : 
The ostensible purpose of the ordinance is, 
” declared in the preamble thereto, for the 
egulation of bill powting and sign advertis- 
ing, and the erection, construction and main- 
lenanee of bill boarés, advertising sign boards 
hud simiiar structures for advertising pur- 
hoses in the City of Los Angeles, and provid- 
ng for the licensing of such busines. 

* The power of the City of Los Angeles to 
nact an ordinance of this nature is found in 
sub-section 13 of section 2 of Article IL. of 
lhe Charter of the City of Los Angeles. (Laws 
- 1889, p. 457), which said section is as fol- 
gOows: : 
+ “13. To license and regulate the carrying on 
pf any and all professions, trades, callings. 
ind occupations carried on within the limits 
ef suid city, and to fix the amourt of license 
ax thereon to be paid by all persons engaged 
:n such profewsions, trades, callings or occu- 
vations, and provide the manner of enforcing 
ghe payment of the same; provided, that no 
‘liscrimination shell be made between persons 
pngaged in the same business otherwise than 
xy proportioning the tax upon any business 
to the amount cf business done; and to li- 
nse, regulate, restrain, suppress, or prohibit 
any or all laundries, livery and sale stables, 
attle and horse corrals, slaughter houses, 
outcher shops, bawkers, peddlers, pawnbrok - 
rms, Camce cellars,, melodeons, shows, cir- 
ruses, public billiard tables, bowling and ten- 
jin alleys, and to suppress and prohibit all 
faro banks, games of chance, gambling 
1ouses, tables, or stands, bawdy houses, the 
keeping of bees within the city limits, and 
my and all obnoxious, offensive, immoral, 
tndecert, or disreputable places of business 
Ww practice.”” 
: It may be that the police power conferred 
municipal cities by Section 11, Article 
of the Constitution of the State of Cali- 

‘ornia is also invoked. Said section is as fol- 
tows: 

“Any county. city, town, or township may 
‘ake and enforce within its limits all such 

i ocal, police, sanitary and other regulations 
%s are not in conflict with general laws.”’ 

We contend that the ordinance is void and 
Shall argue its invalidity from two distinct 
points of view, based upon. the particular 
‘ower invoked to sustain such legislation. 

First: As a business or occupation license 
or tax—-an enactment emanating from the 
-barter power to license. 

; Second: As a police regulation—an enact- 
jnent emanating from the police power con- 
“erred upon municipalities by the Constitu- 
Sion. 

* Ard arguing from these two poirts of view 
twe have come to the corclusion that the or- 
“imance is void, for the following reasons 

1. As it arbitrarily Ciscrimirates between 
yersons engaged in the same general business 
of advertising. between bill posters and sign 
Sdvertisers, as defired in the ordinance. and 
wher forms of conducting the same business 
Wf advertising. 

2. As it unlawfully discriminates between 

t , .ersors engaged in the business of bill post- 
: ing and sign advertising, as defined in the 
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ordinance, the bill poster and sign adver- 
tiser, on the ome hand, who uses in his busi- 
news signs of a greater height than six feet, 
amd, on the other hand, the bill poster and 
sign adverticer who limits his signs to six 
fect in height, or less. 

3. As it attempts to tax a single act or acts 
done in pursuance of the business of bill post- 
ing and sign advertising, and not the business 
itself. 

4. As it is uncertain and indefinite. 

5. As it prohibits and does not regulate. 

6. As it is inconsistent with the laws and 
police of the State. 

7. As it is oppressive, impartial, unfair and 
not general. 

As an occupation license the ordinance is 
mot void, as it violates the proviso contained 
in said sub-section 13 of Sec. 2, Article I. of 
the Charter of the City of Los Angeles, which 
provides that ‘“‘no discrimimation shall be 
made between persons engaged in the same 
business, otherwise than by proportioning the 
tax upon any business, to the amount of the 
business done.”’ 

The business of bill posting and sign ad- 
vertising is but a form of the general bu:i- 
ness of advertising, and can not, by itself, 
be considered as constituing a business or 
occupation which, for purposes of taxation 
unter the suid section of the Charter can be 
subjected to a tax, while other forms of the 
Same general business of advertising are ex- 
empt therefrom. In other words, the ordi- 
nance is not broad enough to cover all persons 
in the same business, and consequently there 
exists a discrimination betwWeen those persons 
included in, and those persons excluded from 
its operation, all of them being engaged in 
the same business. There is but one business, 
the business of advertising, and to exempt 
from taxation certain forms which the busi- 
ness of advertising assumes, and to subject 
to taxation certain cther forms of the same 
business is ‘‘a discrimination between persons 
engaged in the same buriness,”” violative of 
said proviso. 

‘We contend that the classifying of advertis- 
ing conducted in the form of bill posting and 
sign advertising, particularly as these terms 
are defined in the ordinance, into a business 
separate and distinct from advertising busi- 
ness, conducted in well-known and similar 
forms—such as theatre curtains, emtertain- 
ment and theatre programmes, newspapers, 
stereopticon displays upon the walls of build- 
ings, the display of lithographs in vacant 
windows, the house-to-house distribution cf 
advertising matter (if not included in the or- 
dinance), and above all, the posting, paint- 
ing or tacking of advertisements upon struc- 
tures that are not bill boards, or advertising 
sign boards, or other similar structures, such 
as the walls of houses, buildings, fences and 
other structures ‘‘not intended for advertis- 
ing purposes,’ is a purely arbitrary classifi- 
cation, end not founded upon any reason. 

It surely requires no argument to demon- 
strate that a person engaged in outdoor ad- 
vertizing. who displays a poster on the wail 
cf a building, or in a vacant store window, 
er who tacks an advertisement on a fence or 
wall, not intended for advertising purposes, 
is as much engaged in the same advertising 
business as is the man who displays the same 
advertisement cn a bill board. Yet the per- 
som engaged in the bill board business has to 
pay $75 per quarter, or go to jail, and the 
cutecor advertiser who displays the adver- 
tisements of his customers upon structures 
nct incvended to be used for advertising pur- 
poses does not have to pay a cent. 

Of course this amounts to unlawful discrim- 
imation in the same business. 

The same line of argument is even more 
plainly applicable to the discrimination which 
is created by the ordinance between bill post- 
ers and sign advertisers as defined therein. 
In addition to the licens fee of $75 per quar- 
ter, a further license fee of $150 per quarter 
is imposed by section 5 of the ordinance, des- 
ignated “special bill posters’ licenmse,’’ upon 
bill boards more than six feet in height, and 
many onerous conditions precedent are im- 
posed, which must be complied with before 
this special license can be issued. 

It is obvious that the height of a bill board, 
taken by itself, is not even suggestive of 
the amount of business Cone by the owner 
thereof —and, as the only discrimination that 
is permitted between persons engaged in the 
same businces, is by “proportioning the tax 
upon any business as to the amount of busi- 
ness Cone,”’ for this reason, if for mone other, 
the ordinance, or at least ali part of it in 
reference to this special bill posters’ liceree. 
znd the conditions as to its issuance, is void. 

The case of ex parte Frank, 52 Cal., 606, is 
in point 

It was held in that case that “‘an ordinance 
cf a city, passed under a general power con- 
ferred by its charter, which exacts a li- 
cense for selling goods, and fixes one rate of 
licemee for selling goods which are within 
the corporate limits, or in transitu to the 
city, and another, and much larger license 
for selling gocds which are not in the city, 
or in transitu to it, is invalid, as unjust, un- 
equal, partial, Oppressive, and in restraint of 
trade.”’ 

Of this ordinance the Court says: ‘It dis 
criminates between merchants in the same 
place, Cealing in the same kinds of merchan- 
dise, for no better reason than that one deals 
in goods either actually in the corporate lim- 


its, or in transitu under a bill of lading, while 
the other deals in goods outside the corporate 
limits, and not in transitu under a bill of 
lading. If this kind of discrimination be le- 
gitimate and valid, there is no reason why a 
merchant having goods in a warehouse on a 
particular street might not be required to pay 
a hicense fee of ten thousand dollars, while 
another merchant doing the same kind of 
buviness, in the same city, and with his goods 
stored in another street, would be required to 
pay only ten @cllars.* * * In the case of 
Mayor, ete., vs. Althrop, 5 Colo., 554, the Su- 
preme Court of Tennessee, in an able and 
learmed opinion, discusses the validity of an 
ordinance very similar to that now under re- 
view, and hold it to be void on the grounds 
to which we have adverted.”’ 

The hypothetical case suggested by the 
Ccurt is prophetic of the advice in the ordi- 
nance in the case at bar. 

By way of illustration it will be proper vo 
refer to the auctioneer licenre case decidcd 
by Justice Owens, Police Judge of the City 
ot Los Angeles, just three years ago, as any 
bypothetical case, and it is squarely in point 
with the case at bar. 

This case is entitled The People, etc., vs. 
F. T. Keetar, No. 20,660, and in sustaining 
the demurrer interposed to the complaint, on 
the ground that the complaint did not charge 
a public offense, Judge Owens on March 3, 
1897, filed a written opinion, holding that the 
oréinance for the violation of which the de- 
fendant was arrested, was void. 

By said ordinance, auctioneers, for the pur- 
pose of licemsing, were divided into two 
classes: 

“For every auctioneer or person who sells 
jewelry, watches and plated ware at public 
auction, on commission or otherwise, either 
for himself or any other person, $15 per day, 
payable semi-annually, in advance.”’ 

“For any auctioneer or apy person who 
sells real estate, or any goods, wares or mer- 
chandise, other than jewelry, watches and 
plated ware, at public auction, on commission 
or otherwise, either for himeelf or any other 
person, $ per month, payable semi-annuaily, 
in advabce.”’ 

Judge Owens, after setting forth the said 
subdivision 13 of section 2, Article 1., of the 
Charter of Los Angeles City, says: 

“It will be observed that said subdivision 
13 provides for three things 

ist. To license and regulate the carrying 
en of any and all professions, etc., to fix the 
amount of license taxes, etc., provided that 
no discrimination shall be made between per- 
sons engaged in the same business, other- 
wise than proportioning the tax upon any 
busimess to the amount of business done. 

2nd. To license, regulate, restrain, suppress, 
or probibit certain kinds of business therein 
named. 

3rd. To suppress and prohibit certain games 
and places described. 

It is apparent that auctioneers come within 
the firet Wlassification, ard that the City Coun- 
cil can only provide for licensing and regu- 
lating said calling or occupation, and can not 
restrain, suppress or prohibit the same, by 
ordinance or otherwise.” 

The Court then applies the reasoning in ex 
parte Frank, 52, Cal., 606, to the auctioneer 
license, and concludes that the ordinance cre- 
ates an unlawful discrimination between per- 
sons engaged in the same business—auction- 
ecrs, and was void. 

It is quite plain that the ordinance in the 
case at bar is umawfully discriminating 
contrary alike to the proviso in the churter, 
and the Constitution of the State. If the 
occupation of posting an advertisement on a 
structure intended for advertising purposes, 
is to be considered a different occupation, for 
the purposes of taxation, from that of posting 
the same advertisement on a structure not 
intended for advertising purposes; and, again, 
if posting a bill upon a bill board more than 
six feet in height is to be considered a differ- 
ent occupation, for the purpose of taxation, 
from that of porting the same bill upon a bill 
board less than six feet in height, where is 
this system of arbitrary classification to end? 
Persoual spite will thus be enabled to single 
out the objects of its malicious attack, and 
no occupations, nor the investments made to 
carry them on, will be worth anything, when 
at a moment's notice they may be subjected 
to a license tax, which, if not prohibitory, 
will make competition with their more fav- 
ored rivals an imporsibility.

In the foregoing argument it has been point- 
ed out that the ordinance loses sight of the 
business which it purports to license and 
regulate, and mikes the means by which the 
business is carried on, limit and define the 
business licensed. So in Sec. 6 of the ordi- 
nance this idea is logically carried out and it 
is meade ‘“‘unlawful to keep, use or maintain 
any bill board, sign, advertisement or other 
similar structure more than six feet in height 
in the City of Los Angeles, measured as here- 
in specified, along the line of, or within twen- 
ty feet of the line of any public street, lane, 
alley or other public place in said City, or 
elsewhere in said city,’ and by section 2 of 
the ordinance the definition of bill posting and 
sign advertising is made to include the act 
as well as the business of posting or paint- 
ing, ete., and the exceptions made in said 
section 2 of said ordinance to the operation 
th: reof (hereinafter referred to) clearly shows 
this to be the spirit as wel] as the letter of 
the ordinance. Thus a single act in the con- 
duct of a business is attempted to be regu- 
lated under a licensing ordinance Whether 
such legislation can be sustained as an exer- 
cise of the police power is hereafter discussed. 
Certainly it can not be sustained as the reg- 
ulation of a ‘‘business.’’ 

In the cave of Merced County vs. Helm, 102 
Cal., 159, an ordinance was passed by said 
County, fixing the rate of County license 
taxes, upon certain occupations within the 
County, under the power given by the Coun 
ty Government Act, ‘‘to license, for the pur- 
pose of regulation and revenue, all, and ev 
«ery kind of business not prohibited by law.” 
The ordinance imposed a license upon “all 
persons * * * * who sell * * spirituous 
liquors.’ 

The Court said: “The right to demand a 
license tax as a condition of engaging in any 
business within the county, must be express- 
ly conferred upon the county, and the right 


to inypose a tax upon a ‘business,’ will not au- 
thorize lnyposing a tax upon iodividual acis 
connected with such business, nor can a li- 
cepse tax required for one business be de- 
manded for amy act or business, not specified 
in the ordinance providing for such taxes."’ 

* * * “The tax fixed by this section is a 
charge imposed upon the sale, and not for 
carrying on or engaging in the business of 
selling. lt applies to cach sale before it is 
made, and for a single sale makes the person 
liable for the full amount of the tax. It is 
not imposed upon the ‘business’ of selling, 
or limited to those engaged in such ‘busi- 
es” =F Ss 

“A single act does not constitute a busi- 
ness, and when a sale is but an incident in, 
or the final act of, another business, it can 
not be said to be the buriness which is car- 
ried on and transacted.” “One whose busi- 
ness is the keeping of an eating saloon, where 
wine or beer is furnished with meals, can not 
be said to be engaged in the ‘business’ of sell- 
ing this wine or beer, and an ordinance re- 
quiring a license tax upon the business of 
keeping an eating saloon would not justify 
an additional license tax for the bsuiness of 
selling beer in convection with the meals pro- 
cured at such saloon."’ 

“The ordinance in question is not limited 
to sales as a beverage, or in a dramehop, or 
by keepers of tippling saloons, but applies to 
every person who sells the article within the 
limits of Merced County. Neither is there 
any limit preseribed as to the quantity which 
may be sold, or the purpose for which, or 
the person to whom, a sale may be made. Its 
terms are sufficiently comprehensive to em- 
brace any and all sales within the county, 
whether the articles are sold to be carried 
out of the county, or for purposes other than 
human consumption; whether the sale is that 
of the innkeeper to his gueet, or the wine- 
grower at the cloee of the season, or the 
brewer at bis brewery. A sale by a wine- 
grower of the product of bis vineyard, or by 
a distier of the spirits produced at his dis- 
tillery, does not constitute a business of sel!- 
ing wine or spirits, any more than a sale by 
the miller of the flour ground at his mill, or 
by the manufacturer of the cloth woven at 
his factory, constitutes the business of sel|- 
ing flour or cloth; and the power to Impose 
a license upon a business does not authorize 
a tax, either by license or excise, upon the 
sale which the wine-grower or the distiller 
mimy make 

“Under the power conferred by the above 
section of the QOounty Government Act it 
would be competent for the county to impose 
a license tax upon the business of manu- 
facturing cloth, or of raising sheep, but it 
would not be competent for it, under this 
authority, to require the payment of a license 
tax from every person who should sell a piece 
of cloth which be had manufactured, or the 
wool from the sheep which hé had raised. 
The business of distilling spirits, or brewing 
beer, or manufacturing woot into cloth, or 
grain into flour, or grapes or currants inte 
wine, or apples into cider, is a lawful occu- 
patton, and while the business, as such, under 
the authority given to the County, may be 
made subject to a license tax, the County can 
not, under this authority, impose a tax upon 
the individual sales of the product of such 
business, or upon all of the sales made with- 
in each quarter of the year, or within any 
other iimited period of time, for the reason 
that such tax is wot upon the business, but 
upon the different acts in the transaction of 
the business. With the same propriety might 
4a tax be imposed upon the pruning of the 
vines, the picking of the grapes, the gath- 
erirg of the apples, the pressing into the vats, 
the barreling of the juice or its sale before 
fermentation into wine.”’ 

So in the case at bar—the ordinance makes 
the act of bill posting and sign advertising 
the subject of an occupation or business 1i- 
cense. It covers every real estate sign in the 
City of Los Angeles, whether the party mein- 
taining it is engaged in the sign advertising 
business or not. This is the letter of the or- 
dinance; it is also its spirit, as is apparent 
from the proviso in section 2 thereof, as fot- 
lows: ‘‘provided, however, that no definition 
herein contained shall apply to the advertising 
by religious organizations of meetings cailed 
for divine worship, nor to the distribution by 
hand in said city of advertisements from 
house to house or from store to store, by any 
person, or his agent, advertising the business 
in which such person is directly engaged in 
said City.”’ 

Of course if these exemptions mean any- 
thing, they are unconstitutional; they do, 
bowever, serve the purpose of showing that 
it was the intent of the framers of the ordi- 
nance to license and tax the act of bill poet 
ing and sign advertising and the act of house - 
to-house distribution of advertisements, 
whether or not the posting or distribution is 
done in and as an act in the business of bill 
posting and advertisement distribution, or as 
an adjunct to some other business, It is the 
#¢t and not the business of bill posting and 
sign advertising which the ordinance attempts 
to licensee and regulate. 

While the invent is thus plainly demon- 
strated, we are not sure, that as to house-to 
house distribution of advertisements (there 
being no mention of this form of advertising 
in the definition of bill posting and sign ad- 
vertising), this ordinance covers it, and if so, 
has the old provision inmyporing an occupation 
tax upon it, by itself, been revoked, by the 
clause in this ordinance revoking all ordi- 
pances and parts of ordinances in conflict 
therewith? The uncertainty as to this mat- 
ter, and the uncertainty and indefiniteness 
which pervades the entire ordinance, should, 
of themselves, invalidate it. It is elemental 
that an ordinance should be so drawn that 
a citizen desiring to follow a particular oc 
cupation is apprised as to whether or not it 
is included within its provisions, particularly 
where the following of an occupation without 
obtaining a license therefor is made a crime 

Of course the proviso, excepting religious 
organizations, and house-to-house distribu 
tion by local firms or their agents, advertis 
ing the business in which such local firms 
are directly engaged in the City of Los An 
xeles, is void, violative of both federal and 
State Constitution, and in restraint of trade, 
and against the policy of the State. 

Ex parte Frank, supra. 

Lassen County vs. Voue, 7 Cal,, 387. 
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In the case last above cited it was hefd 
at ‘an ordinance of a board of supervisors 
.ying a license tax upon all sheep which are 
‘cured in the county, but exempting from 
‘he payment thereof, those persons who list 
beir sheep as taxable property In the county, 
od pay taxes upon them as such, is in vicla- 
on of section 21 of Article 1. of the Consti 
ution, prohibiting the granting of privileges 
4 immunities to any class of citizens which 
are pot granted to all citizens.” ‘ 
in Graffty vs. City of Rushville, 107 Ind., 
57 Am. Repts., 128, a city ordinance, re- 
juiring non-resident hawkers or peddiers of 
perchandise not grown or manufactured in 
he county in which said city is situated to 
ay a lieense fee, was beld unconstitutional. 
Simrall ws. City of Covington, 9) Kentucky, 
“4. a c. 29, Am. Repts., 398, is to the same 
fect, and ex parte Frank is cited with ap- 
roval therein. 
Hut as we think it will hardly be contended 
that this provision is constitutional, we shall 


ot. at this time, devote further attention 
to it. ; 

The amount of the license or licenses ts 
prohibitive. $75.00 per month is by itself 


almost prohibitive, at least so much so, that 
a movopoly inevitably results—but $150 added 
to this, makes the license a prohibitive one 
$900 per annum. , : 

Of the prohibitive auctioneer license, refer- 
red to above, Judge Owen said: 

There is apother objec’ on to that portion 
of said ordinance involved in this proceed- 
ing. As before stated, the city has power 
only to license and regulate the occupation 
of auctioneer; it has not power to restrain, 
suppress or prohibit the same.” 

“As the selling of jewelry, watches and 
plated ware at retail, wholesale, private sale 
or auction, is not malum in se, it could not 
be seriously contended that the city could 
in so mmpy words, absolutely prohibit the 
sale of the same by an auctioneer. If it can 
not be done directly, can it be done indirect- 
ly? Can the city, under the guise of a rev- 
enue license, fix a rate so exorbitatntly high, 
that any one deriring to engage in the busi- 
ness cap not, as a business proposition, af- 
tord to pay the amount fixed? This Court 
thinks that can not be done legally 

“It is apparent upon the face of this ordi- 
nance that the rate of $2,700 for a six months’ 
license to sel jewelry, watches and plated 
ware at auction, was interded to be, and in 
fact is, in restraint of said business and pro- 
hibitive thereof. Consequently, said part of 
said ordinance is inoperative and void.” 

Uuless bill posting and sign advertising is 
as a business, malum in se, a nuisance, it 
can not be prohibited directly, or indirectly 
by prohibitive taxation 

“Bill posting is a lawful business.’" So says 
the Supreme Court of the State of California 
in the case of Merchants’ Ad-Sign Company 
vs. Sterbing, 124 Cal., 429, at p. 4 

And, in the recent case of ex parte M« 
Kerna, SS Pae., 916, Chief Justice Beatty of 
the Supreme Court of this State, in directing 
the discharge of the petitiower McKenna, 
brought before the Supreme Court upon ha 
beas corpus proceedings, for the violation of 
ap ordinance of the Oity of Fresne, imposing 
a license tax of $200 per quarter upon all per- 
sons carrying on a trading stamp business, 
says 

“In support of the ordimance it is contended 
that the trading-stamp device is a lottery in 
disguise, and therefore imavoral. But we can 
trot see that it has any resemblance to a lot- 
tery. There is in it no element of chanve, 
and pothing in the nature of gaming. It ap- 
pears to be simply a device to attract custoan- 
Ts, or to induce those who have bought once 
to buy again, and in this aspect is as inno- 


cemt as any form of advertising And, be- 
sides, if it were a lottery in disguise-—a mere 
device to choak a gambling scheme—it would 


be unlawful, and not the subject of a license 
The ordinance can not, therefore, be upheld 
on this ground. [t is not an ordinance to 
prohibit an immoral practice or to regulate 
a hazardous or offensive business, or the con- 
duct of a lawful game or public exhibition. Ir 
is, under the guise of a revenue measure, an 
‘vident attempt to put an end to the issue 
and redemption of trading stamps by levy 
ing a discriminating and prohibitory tax upon 
those dealers who resort to those methods of 
attracting customers.”’ 
Apparently the Chief Justice is disposed to 
regard advertising as innocent, and one thing 
is clear, under the reasoning of the Chief 
justice, which is, that if there is anything 
about bill posting and sign advertising, which 
makes it immoral or unlawful, then it can 
hot be licensed. 
It but remains to consider the ordinance as 
exercise of the police power vested in the 
City of Los Angeles by Section 11, Article I 
vf the Constitution of the State of California. 

This is mot the first time the police power 
of the city has been invoked by ordinance 
to regulate the construction, erection and 
nmauntenance of bill boards. Indeed, the li

Having arrived at 
the end of bis string, be returned to Mr. New- 
man, who declined to put up any more money 
until there were some developments from thet 
already expended. So Mr. Queen waited 
around, praying for the required develop- 
ments, and it was not long until the power of 
the advertisements began to shove the orders 
into the Louisville drug store.

Newman put up some more money, and Mr.

In \s79 he went to Be- 
loit and has ever since owned boards in that 
town. Mr. Burt owns a sma!) farm just out- 
side of the city limits of Beloit, where he 
raises chickens and hogs, and has his cattle 
and horses. Mr. Burt is much interested in 
his farm, but he writes that he is always 
ready with the paste brush to give good servy- 
ice or no pay. 


Not New, but Good. 


If all business men understood the advan- 
tage of bill board publicity, and would £0 
after it in a manner that would insure it be- 
ng profitable, there would be little need of 
aiscussing points of color or display. It is 
astonishing what good can be accomplished 
by a combination of services. Take, for in- 
stance, tire syndicate designs offered by a 
number of the poster makers, or can ofier 
be obtained by the retail men in buying from 
the jobber. Also, the stock posters, display - 
Ing a suit of clothes, or special article of fur- 
niture. or, in fact, a specialty in any 


line. 
Perhaps this will cover one sheet, 


or three 
sheets, as the retailer may select them. He 
can, with the assistance of the local sign 
painter, make a very attractive and decora- 
tive display by covering a large bill board 
with white paper, pasting on the special de- 
sign which he has purchased from a line of 
stock posters, and let the local man then put 
in some decorative lettering in such colors 
as may be deemed most attractive, and per- 
haps qucte some special prices, which would 
unquestionably interest the passer-by and at-

the entire season, calling attention to special 
goo¢s on which the merchant was then mak- 
ing a run. The dry goods man, the clothier, 
the shoe man, the grocery man, the jeweler, 
the milliner, the druggist, no matter what 
the line, could make a permanent general de- 
sign, and each week, or at stated periods, 
could change the special attractions by past- 
ing on new stock pictures, which he could 
buy of the poster makers or buy from the 
manufacturer, and always have a very at- 
tractive, and certainly not a very expensive 
bill board display. He could further make 
this means valuable by having the sign 
painter get him up some attractive effects i

Besides prosperous 
bill posting planis in Kansas City and sur-

ganization is a new one, and a peculiar one. 
He desires litt!e or no publicity. His aims 
are intensely practical. He believes in acts, 
not talk. He brings before the bill poster a 
simple business proposition possessing im- 
mense advantages. All that a bill poster has 
to do is to accept the proposition and then 
hold his tongue. 

It is said that there were but seven plants 
represented at the first meeting, at which the 
organization was perfected, Jan. 4 and 5. 
Hardly three weeks later the membership had 
grown to thirty-two p.ants, 

We have becn favored with the prospectus 
of the new association, but may not publish 
it, at least not at this time. For obvious rea. 
sons we can not offer any comment, either. 

We are permitted to state, though, that two 
organizers are on the road and that almost 
every day they jointly add two or three names 
to the roll of members. 

There is a financial feature to the scheme 
and an element of the secret society. The fact 
that a bill poster belongs to another bill post- 
ers’ association does not prevent him from, 
nor interfere with, his becoming a member 
of the American Biil Posters’ Alliance, 


The latter is a close, mutually protective, 
benevolent secret society, comsisting of no 
one but bill posters, Solicitors are barred 


from membership. In plain words, it is an as- 
sociation of bill posters, run by bill posters 
exclusively for bill posters.

Outdoor Publicity. 


By JAS. A. CURRAN. 


s a business on the 


The man who conduc 
heory that it does not pay, and who can not 
Tord to advertise in some recognized legit- 
faate method, sets up his judgment in oppo- 
* tion to that of the best business sense of 


ve world. 
In reference to outdoor advertising, a few 
; the principal features are, that the mer- 
Hant can make his advertising individual; 
Nat is to say, he can get out posters that no 
‘her in his line can use, he can dictate mn 
hat part of his town or city he wants posters 
uit, and he can thereby appeal to certain 
lasees of consumers. Take, for instance, the 
kperience of conducting a small business on 
, few thousand dollars’ capital. He can order 
few posters put up, in and around his place 
business, then he can follow this up with 
few thousand circulars and give them a 
“ont-dcor, house-to-house distribution, and 
-y so doing can reach all the people in his 
,cighborhood. He will not have to spend 
seless dollars to reach Cistant country or 
her parts, where it would be impossible to 
raw custcem to his establishment. Then, on 
1e other hand, the large manufacturer, who 
| ws thousands of dollars to spend, can pursue 
ye same course, only on a larger basis. He 
‘an place before t.e public the articles that 
, manufactures, advertising the price they 
li for, and the merchants that sell them. 
Take, for instance, the well-known article, 
Uneeda”™ biscuit, which has been so largely 
f'vertised, and think of the enormous trade 
ined by posting and outdoor advertising. 
I argue that, for the money it costs, we can 
ach more actual readers every day by the 
yter, wall, or bulletin signs, than by any 
her known method. Outcoor advertising 
aches all classes. The merchant who gets 
t a few hundred posters, and has them 
ted in his city and on the country roads 
ading into the town where he is doing 
usiness, will reach at the lowest estimate 
I) per cent of ail the residents in and around 
ve city, all of whom will be bound to see and 
,otice the posters, if they are properly put up. 
; There is only one fault with the poster, and 
iat is, too many merchants or manufac- 
‘irers put too much reading matter on it, and 
nis same argument applies to other adver- 
sing matter. The main point to convey to 
sxe consumer is that you have the best goods 
jt the lowest prices. 
Some merchants or manufacturers who at- 
“~mpt to do outdoor advertising do not follow 
"s up carefully or properly. They make a 
ontract for thirty or sixty days, thinking 
‘at will Go for a whole year, but there is 
tothing forgotten so easily as an advertised 
;rticle or name. Many merchants who ad- 
ertise are throwing their money away or 
fonating it to the advertising man by not 
jllowing up the advertising properly. Now, 
they would make a contract the same as 
tivey do with the newspapers, that is, so much 
jpace every month, they would find that in 
short time their returns would be ten-fold 
ireater, and at less expense. 
, The system of outdoor advertising is now 
‘ complete that a merchant or manufacturer 
‘tan give his posters to a well-regulated bill 
;osting establishment and have a complete 
‘emized hist of each and every location hand- 
td im to him, so that he can check them up 
jhe same as he would a bill of goods re- 
eived into his establishment. There is also 
nother improvement. When a merchant is 
ldvertising goods at a certain price and he 
vants to alter the price that is on the boards, 
*e can do so every twenty-four hours on ey- 
“ry poster that he has up in the city. 
Outdoor advertising is still in its infancy, 
ut it keeps abreast with the times. It is 
yometimes difficult to convince an old news- 
aper advertiser who has a system of his own 
fo try oudoor displays, but once fairly 
rought into line a good trial of this method 
‘is usually convincing, and he keeps it up. 


I argue that the greatest advances in ad- 
vertising of late years have been made with 
posters and bulletin boards, as there is no 
other method where the true colors of arti- 
cles can be given except by the poster, bul 
letin, or wall sign. 

To illustrate the force of outdoor advertis- 
ing more fully, take any city or town where 
none of the inhabitants know of the show 
that is to appear in the place next week. 
The bill boards are posted, and inside of three 
days at the farthest the whole population 
knows what the coming attraction is to be at 
the opera house or cther place of amuse- 
ment.—Profitable Advertising.

Duty Removed. 


Printers and advertisers in general have 
heretofore been greatly vexed because of a 
revenue law which placed a heavy duty upon 
a!l adycrtising matter which entered the isl- 
and of Cuba. This order has now been re- 
scinded, and any and all kinds of advertising 
matter, providing it is mot for sale or barter, 
now passes in without duty. That this means 
much to al! general advertisers is self-evident 
They can now send dodgers, signs, etc.. to 
Cuba the same as they would send them to 
Texas or any other of our States. And ad- 
vertisers will undoubtedly avail themselves 
of the privilege. A new field is opened to 
them-—a field practically untouched by ad- 
vertisers of American products and manu- 
factures. Because of the recent strife and 
turmoil which existed in the island, things 
are as yet unsettled, and the people are poor. 
Therefore, articles which are not considered 
among the necessities of life would be hard 
to advertise successfully, but the more staple 
articles will find the island, and particularly 
Havana, an excellent field. 

At present there are few bill posting plants, 
as we know them, in Cuba, but with the 
West Indies Advertising and Bill Posting Co. 
at Havana as an example and with the Amer- 
ican paper starting to go in, we can expect 
to soon see regulation plants throughout the 
island.

A Big Exposition. 
To be Held in the Original Exposition City. 


At a recent meeting of the Manufacturers’ 
Ciub of Cincinnati, a resolution was intro- 
duced and voted upon favorably, thwt it be the 
sense of the club that the business interests 
of the city would be promoted by holding a 
local exposition during the summer of 1900, 
and providing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of seven naambers, who will agree to 
give their active services to the work of pre- 
Nminaty organization and to submit at an 
early meeting of the club a plan for general 
work and dewiled arrangements for such an 
exporition. The resolution provided further 
for securing the co-operation of cther com- 
mercial bodies and the citizens at large, and 
authorized the President to call a special 
meeting of the club to hear the report at any 
time. In bringing forward the discussion of 
the subject, President Wiborg made a brief 
Statement calculated to impress upon the 
members the importance of the subject they 
were about to discuss. He suggested that the 
exposition be something in the way of an in- 
novation, and incisted that every member 
should be heard before the vote be taken. 

Mr. A. Howard Hinkle, Colonel James M 
A nold and Mr James Allison w.r> the sp «i | 
guests of the evening, and spoke at length. 
Mr. Hinkle announced thet he had hired a 
man to get the signatures of fifty firms whe 
were in favor of holding an exposition. in 
a short time the man had turned in seventy- 
nine names of well-known firms. Mr. Hinkle 
pcinted out, that of hose who had declined to 
subecribe thoir names, not one gave a rea- 
son that contained an argument against the 
exposition, and with a single exception those 
expressing themselves adversely said = that 
they would probably exhibit if the exposition 
was decided upon. 

Mr James Allison, who has had much ex- 
perience in the exposition line, next ad- 
avessed the club. He said that he could give 
either a bright or a dark side of the question 
He was at a loss what to say with reference 
to an exposition this year. He said that there 
was no question as to the ability of Cincin- 
nati manufacturers to make a fine exhibic, 
but he betieved a purely industrial display 
would prove a signal failure anywhere. He 
declared that the Midway Plaisance was the 
saving feeture of the Chicago World's Pair. 
He advised getting up a display under a new 
mame; an attractive ertertainment with as 
much fun as poreible 

Mr. Meacham, James Powell and Colone! 
Morgan also spoke, bringing out many points, 
among which were the necessity of putting in 
a thoroughly competent man as director, the 
securing of goo? music and thet the show 
should be limited strictly to Cincinnati man- 
ufacturets. Secretary Wilson presented a 
summarized report on the sentiments con- 
veyed in replies to 500 letters sent out by 
bim at the direction of the club. A great 
many replies were most favorable, others 
were favorable under certain circumstances, 
and a very few expressed direct opposition. 

The prescnmt exposition building affords 141, - 
S72 square feet of floor space, and in addition 
0.000 square feet could be made available in 
the rear, which would probably be sufficient 
for a local exposition. Although we are by 
ho means certain that this exposition wil] be 
beld, of one thing we are sure; that is, if 
the show is held, it will be one that will dis- 
play all the marks of the spirit that gave to 
Cincinnati her reputation as the mother of 
expositions.
